through dozens of his letters publish­ 
ed iii Hearst’s Magazine. Ile freely 
admitted relations with former Sen­ 
ators Foraker and Mark Hanna of 
Ohio; former Senator Quay of Penn­ 
sylvania; 
former 
Representative 
Grosvenor of Ohio, 
and Representa­ 
tive Sibley of Pennsylvania. 
The Standard oil chieftain admit­ 
ted paying $4 4,500 to Foraker 
in 
1900. 
He said it was for attorney’s 
fees to Foraker, declaring the Ohio 
senator was the oil company’s coun­ 
sel in Ohio. 
He also admitted giv­ 
ing $10,000 to Quay in 1902 and fl.- 
OOO to Grosvenor In 1900. Both were 
campaign contributions, he insisted. 
Another letter, Archbold said was 
authentic was from

Sibley, suggesting a conference with 
a “prominent senator who would be 
la tower of safety in time of need.” 
Archbold gave his testimony with­ 
out the least hesitancy.

La Follette. 
We have fought too 
many battles of righteousness, side 
by side, and for the same cause in 
the senate.” 
But tho speaker had little time 
for discussion of the Wisconsin sen­ 
ator. 
He dismissed the subject with 
the confession, “The only thing I re­ 
gret is that Bob La Follette, whom I 
I love so much, is not standing with 
us.”

market representing actual property 
of $25,000,000. “The people are forc­ 
ed to pay the interest on this im­ 
mense amount of watered stock for 
all time to come,” he said.
